From a survey conducted late in 1969 the Dominion Bureau of Statistics estimates that new public 
and private investment in Alberta in 1970 will total $2,496 million, This figure represents 10.7 per cent 
of all expected public and private investment in Canada; Alberta's population is 7,6 per cent of the total 
Canadian population. 


From the same survey the Dominion Bureau of Statistics estimates that the dollar volume of con- 
struction in Alberta in 1970 will total $1.7 billion. Of this total $777 million is expected to be in building 
construction; and $931 million in engineering construction. Of this latter figure the construction value of 
gas and oil facilities is expected to reach over $525 million. 


The number of motor vehicles registered in Alberta during the fiscal year 1969/70 totalled over 
825,000. Of these 504,000 were passenger cars and over 215,000 were commercial vehicles and trucks. 
The number of motorcycles registered has risen dramatically in the past few years: the 1969/70 total was 
close to 16,400 as compared with 8,970 in 1965/66 and 4,005 in 1961/62. 


Per capita personal income has increased from $1,595 in 1959 to $2,915 in 1969, Alberta per 
capita income is exceeded only by Ontario ($3, 369) and British Columbia ($3,121), Personal disposable 
income in Alberta has increased from $1,812 million in 1959 to $3, 818 million in 1969 or 7.6 per cent of 
total Canadian personal disposable incdme of $50, 502 million. 


Recently released statistics from the Department of Manpower and Immigration show that 11, 274 
persons immigrated to Alberta from foreign countries in 1969, Of this total 2,657 came from Britain, 
2.359 from the United States and 772 from China. The remaining 5, 486 persons immigrated to Alberta 


from more than 50 different countries.

Total wages and salaries paid out by the Petroleum Industry in Alberta exceeded $200 million in 
1968. In 1965 total wages and salaries amounted to $126.4 million. Per capita average annual wages and 
salaries in the industry increased from $6, 266 in 1965 to $8, 440 in 1968. 


Net cash expenditures of the petroleum industry in the province were approximately $1,020 million 
in 1969. Since the discovery of the Leduc oilfield in 1947 net cash expenditures have amounted to more 
than $10. 6 billion. 


Dominion Bureau of Statistics figures on crime statistics show that 138, 060 actual offences were 
committed in the province in 1968. The offence rate per 100,000 population was 10, 704. In 1965 the offence 
rate was 8,356.4 and in 1963 the rate was 7,872.2. In 1968 there were 2, 300 appearances before juvenile 
courts resulting in a finding of delinquency. The increase over the previous year was 497 appearances or 
27.6 per cent. 


In the five year period from 1963 to 1968 total passenger traffic at Calgary International Airport in- 
creased from 424, 700 to 918,400. Total passengers at the Edmonton Industrial Airport increased from 
50, 200 to 246, 700 and at the Edmonton International Airport increased from 318, 900 to 522, 100. 


The total value of fishery products and by-products in Alberta was $1, 462, 000 in 1968 and $1, 398, 000 
in 1967. Employment in primary operations in 1968 was 4, 758. 


In March, 1970 total provincial government employment, including departmental services, institu- 
tions of higher education, government enterprises and workmen's compensation boards was 42,412 persons, 
The total payroll from January to March, 1970 was $65,522,003. In March, 1965 total employment was 
30, 742 persons. Total payroll from January to March, 1965 was $32, 734, 454. 


Total production of honey in Alberta, in 1969 was 20, 280,000 pounds with a value of $2, 839, 000. 
The total value of honey and wax produced was $3,040,000. 
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
